Heard the Annual Report of the Board 
‘of Managers, and after some interesting 
remarks, the same was unanimously ac- 
cepted. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD. 
| In presenting their fifth anaual report, 
the Board of Managers, would deveutly 
acknowledge the goodness of God in the 
success which has attended their efforts, 
and the favour which has been shown to 
their Missionaries, and Agents, by the 
friends of the Redeemer. God has been 
pleased to manifest his kind designs toward 
his own cause, by setting his seal to the 
labours of his servants. Although the 
/means employed the past year, have rot 
been equal to the exigencies of the Stale, 
or the wants of a perishing world, yet we 
believe they have been equal, if not gret- 
'er, than those ofany former period. Tie 
spirit of Christian enterprise, increases 
with every increasing effort. Many sia- 
cere lovers of the cause of Chrit, 
not understanding the ‘signs of the 
times,” for a period stood as idle specta- 
jtors, but by witnessing the blessing of God 
‘upon the labours of his servants, the Mis 
sionaries of the Convention, have bee 
constrained to adopt the spirit of that lac- 
guage, ‘* God is in this place, and I knew 
it not ;”’ and have now ‘* come up to the 
help of the Lord against the mighty.” 
Ithas been deemed desirable by the 
Board, and their Agents, to remove all 
objections to the operations of the Con- 
vention from the minds of the friends of 
Christ, and our success in this respect bas 
exceeded our most sanguine expectations. 
** Not unto us, not unto us, but unto thy 
name, O Lord, be all the glory.”’ It is 
not in the limits of probability, to expect 
that every opposer of benevolent effort 
will sit silently by, and see the kingdom 
of the Divine Redeemer advance, without 
putting forth their energies to suppress it. 
But we do hope, and believe the time will 
speedily arrive, when all that love our 
Lord Jesus Christ, will engage more 
earnestly in a cause, so dear to the hearts 
of all who are enlightened to understand 
its value. It is impossible for us to con- 
ceive of a spirit of true piety, unaccom- 
panied with a desire for its universal dif- 
‘fasion. Could the divine Saviour have 
| looked on a world of sinners without feel- 
ing a glow of pity and compassion, where 
‘should we have been, but with rebel an- 
‘gels! Can those who partake of his spir- 
its and possess his. mind, refrain from 
weeping over the miseries that sin has 
‘introduced into the world. And if they 
weep, will they not pray, and if they pray, 
‘will they not point men to the remedy for 
lsins. Aad if they cannot go forth them 
| selves bearing the precious seed, will they 
| 


not say to the faithful preacher of the 
cross, go preach my Saviour to yonder 
perishing multitude, go say to those 
that are starving for the bread, and fam- 
ishing for the water of life, come to the 
glorious, gospel feast. And will pot such 
an one impart of his substance to supply 
the temporal wants of him who is called 
of God to labour in the vineyard of 
Christ. Here lies all the mystery of 
Missionary efforts ; a mystery which the 
selfish and unenlightened man whose heart 
is set on things below, cannot compre- 
hend. He never felt the power of such 
principles upon his own heart, how then 
can he understand ? 

la enteriog upon a more minute state- 
ment of our proceedings during the past 
year, it will be proper to attend first to 
those subjects in which we were particu- 
larly instructed at the last anuual meeting. 
It will be recollected that a resolution 
was passed directing the Board to contin- 
ue the publication of the Christian Secre- 
tary for the ensuing year. In compliance 
with your resolution, at a meeting imme. 
diately after the session of the convention 
the Board employed a Printer and Editor, 
aod its publication has been continued as 
directed. This publication from the com- 
mencement has not received that exten- 
sive patronage which in the opinion of 
your Board it ought to receive. And it 
is a truth which ought not to be conceal- 


not varied very considerably from the e3- 
pense. We trust it is enough for our 
brethren to know the facts above stated, 
to interest them more deeply in the cir- 
culation of this direct channel of intelli 
gence, designed to extend among our 
churches information of the prosperity of 
the Redeemer’s kingdom, and so intimate- 
ly connected with all our public objects. 
lf the brethren and friends of missions 
would nse their individual influence to 
promote its circulation, it might soon he 
made a source of income, and the profits 
being devoted to missionary objects would 
be a means of sending the gospel to the 
destitute. The Board would close their 
remarks on this subject by proposing the 
following questions: Shall the publica- 
tion of the Christian Secretary be discon- 
tinued ? Shall it longer be supported by 
individual munificence ? Will the friends 
of the cause endeavour to increase its cir- 
culation, and thus sustain it ? 

The Board were instructed to employ an 
agent fo visit the churches in this state, to 
excite a missionary spirit, to form societies 
auxiliary to the Convention, and to do the 
work of a missionary. In fulfilling your 
wishes expressed in that resolution, the 
Rev. Seth Ewer has been employed tor a 
considerable portion of the year, and has 
visited a large number of the churches, 
made arrangements for the location of 
missionaries, formed societies auxiliary to 
the convention, and performed the daties 
of ageneral agent. Many of you have 
been permitted to see him at your own 
firesides, and to you we appeal as the wit- 
nesses of his faithfulness in the cause of 
his divine Master. The Board with pleas- 
ure embrace the present occasion to bear 
this public testimony of their approbation 
of his zeal and devotedness to the work. 
And they cannot close their remarks on 
this subject without expressing their firm 
conviction of the atility of such an agency, 
and they have no doubt that for years to 
come, the same labour may be successful- 
ly and profitably performed. The limits 
of our State, it is true, are circumscribed, 
but there are many fields where the fal- 
low ground needs to be broken up, and 


many others where there is a luxuriant 
growth of puisouvus plante, that should bo 


removed. We ought not to consider our 
work done, until every church shall be- 
come a missionary society, and every des- 
titute neighbourhood is supplied with a 
faithful preacher of the gospel, and every 
soul converted to the knowledge of the 
truth. Before however, we _ witness 
events, so great and glorious, all of this 
generation will have gone down to the 
dust But happy forever, yea, thrice bap- 
py shall ail those be who have engaged 
heartily in this work. 

During the past year 15 missonaries have 
been employed in different seciions of the 
State. Some for the year,others for limit 
ed periods. In some cases specified,appro- 
priations have been made by the Board, 
to feeble churches to enable them to 
maintain the stated means of grace, and 
others have been occasioually supplied. 
Many have been the trophies of divine 
grace. Many souls have been made will- 


| have been made among us a8 a denomina 
tion, have un loubtediy arisen in a great 
degree from the want of a proper under- 
standing of the objects to be effected by 
active and united exertion. ‘To remove 
every impediment and to instill into the 
bosom of our churches, a spirit of holy 
zeal and active evangelical enterprise, 
have been among our leading objects.— 
We are satisfied that an appeal to the 
heart ofa man of this world, or the cold 
hearted professor will be alike wnavailing. 
We always find a spirit of Christian be. 
nerolence among any people, just in pro- 
portion to their religious feeling, enlight- 
ed by correct views of the objects which 
are to be secured by such benevolence. 
In vain would it be to employ men to ask 
for the means to enable us to send the gos- 
pel to the heathen, unless thet appeal 4s 
made to a heart, which has itseli known 
the bitterness of sin, and the blessing of 
being redeemed by the blood of Christ. 
To such an one an appeal is not made in 
vain. It affords us unspeakable pleasure 
to witness the efforts of God’s people in 
every department of the Christian church, 


to sow the seed of eternal life. God for- 
bid, that we should ever be guilty of for- 
bidding any because they follow not with 
us ; but while we endeavour firmly, yet 
ina spirit of meekness, to vindicate the 
whole truti as it is in Jesus, according as 
we have been taught in the word of God ; 
aud while we pray that the disciples of 


cost the prayers and tears and groans and 
blood of theadivine Saviour. There has 
never heen t period since the establish- 
ment of the Christion church, when there 
was acall @ so many labourers as the 
present, and this sentiment is the more 
deeply impressed upon us by the fact,that 
many are desiring to bear the gospel, who 
cannot nowenjoy the privilege. Indeed 
| one of the greatest difficulties with which 
the Board have been called to strog- 
gle, has been the want of men of suitable 
/m-ssionary talents. A namber of stations 
where arrangements have been made for 
‘missionary labour, are waiting to be sup- 
plied. But the men have not been found 
to occupy the field. We are aware that 
our means are small, yet such has been 
the blessing of our God upon the opera- 
tions of the Convention, that onr progress 
has not been suspended, or essentially im- 
peded by the want of ability to supply the 
stations where suitable men have been 
found to fillthem. The direction of our 
Saviour, ‘* pray ye the Lord of the har- 
vest to send forth more labourers,’’ is pe- 
culiarly appropriate to us. Were sources 
of encouragement necessary, we might re- 
fer you to many instances of special good 
effected by Missionary labour. We 
might mention the organization of new 
charches, and the strengthening of old 
ones,and the numerous converts, and com- 
forted saints. But brethren you know 
all—you have witnessed the answer to 


our Lord ‘may be one,’ we would cor- 
dially and affectionately say to all who are 

on the side of Christ, and his cause, ‘‘God | 
speed,”? And we rejoice, and will rejoice | 
that Christ is preached. Religious inter- | 
course among Christians of different de- | 
nominations, holding the essential doc- | 
trines of the gospel, brings them nearer 

and nearer to each other, and we cannot | 
but hope that a more frequent inter- 

change of religious views and feelings will 

divest all the household of faith of their | 
long cherished prejudices ; and that those | 
things which now seperate the friends of | 
Christ will be dissipated, like the mist be- 
fore the rising sum. 

Burmah has for afew years past pre- 
sented a scene of intense interest to the 
Christian church: perticularly, to that 
branch of the ~-furch to which we belong. 
There God has been displaying his won- 
ders, and those awful judgments which 
are ‘*his strange work,’’ have been per- 
mitted to sweep over the land. Durio 
the ragig storm of war and bloodshed, 
our hearts trembled for the safety of our 
brethres, the feeble band of missionaries 
in that region of idolatrous darkness. But 
amid these scenes of havoc and dismay, 
our brethren were secured as in the pa- 
vilion of the Most High, until the danger 
was over past; aud now,the missionaries of 
the cross are permitted freely to publish 
to the natives ‘‘in their own language the 
wonderful works of God.’ At the last | 
advices our beloved brother Price was | 
living at Ava. He has free access to the 
Royal throne, and is presenting to the ri- 
sing nobility the light of science, and 1s 
permitted freely to preach Jesus, and him 
crucified. Our much valued brother 
Judson, and his fellow labourers are also 
engaged with oe prospects of use- 
fuloesss in that part of the Burman Em- 


ing in the day of God’s power. Many 
have been the converts which the faith- 
ful missionaries of the cross have been 
permitted to baptize in the likeness of a 
Saviour’s death during the past year. 
But notwithstanding the results already 
produced, by the united labour- of the 
ministers of Christ, and all the means of 
grace which have been employed, there 
are many destitute portions of our Lord’s 
vineyard that lie waste, and many are the 
the calls from various sections, ‘‘ Come 
over and help us.” 

To enter into a particular detail of all 
the minute operations of the Convention 
during the year, would exceed the limits 
assigned us in this report. Comiog from 
the different parts of the State, many of 
you are acquainted with the labours of 
your missionaries. Your Board would 
readily acknowledge that their first object 
has been to cultivate the fields uf labour 
in our own state. Not that they have 
been considered of greater importance, 
or as claiming a higher degree o: Chris- 
tian enterprise, than those foreign stations 
which are occupied by our missionaries, 
and which also present fields white ready 
to the harvest. But your Board have 
acted as would the husbandman who would 
produce the greatest crop {rom his fields. 
He might indeed hope for asmall increase, 
should he sow his seed where the ground 
was scarcely broken, but he would have 
reason to expect a more abundant har- 
vest, should the earth be first prepared. 
To speak without a figure—The low

brother Lott Carey, is in a very prosper- 
ous state. Native schools are established 
in the interior, and the degraded sons of 
Africa are beginning to stretch forth their 
hands unto God. The Missious among 
the western tribes of our own country 
have been steadily progressing, and the 
true light is now dawning upon the red 
men of the forest The very interesting 
revival which has recently commenced in 
the Choctaw Academy at great Crossings, 
in Kentucky, is a pleasing indication of 
Divine favour. Four young men of tal- 
ents and promise, have recently been 
baptized, and others are enquiring after 
God. About 100 youths are receiving 
their education in this institution, and we 
pray God to make them the instruments 
of leading their brethren to a knowledge 
of the true God, and Jesus whom he hath 
sent. A debt of justice resis upon us as 
citizens of these States, as possessors of 
the soil where once the red man trod, the 
unquestioned lord. The best retarn left 
tor us to make, is to proffer them the gos- 
pel, and thus so far asin us lies, avert the 
doom which threatens them with annihi- 
lation. Generation after generation of 
them, bave gone down to the dust. Many 


yet will sleep the sleep of death, before‘ 


the Messengers of Mercy will seck among 
these highways, and hedges, for the out- 


casts, to bring them into the fold of 


Christ. How feeble have been our ef- 
forts, how inefficient our means, how 


state of religions feeling in many of our 
churches, and the small exertions which 


your own prayers, and the fruit of your 
own labour. Many friends are rising up 
who are saying, “ Fear not, be strong”— 
more are they that are for us, than they 
tbat are against us. 

The present state of your funds will be 
made known to you by the treasurer ; and 
also the state of the office of the Christian 
Secretary, by the Editor. In conclusion, 
the board recommend a steady, unwaver- 
ing progress in the accomplishment of the 
good contemplated to the Zion of God.— 
While we your servants for Jesus’ sake 
have been permi:ted to bear some humble 
part in carrying forward your benevoleot 
views, we trust we are not insensible 
of our own unworthiness of so important 
a trust, aso be the instruments of pro- 
moting the work of the Lord.

The newly elected President took the

Ia this paper will be found the proceedings 
of the ** Connecticut Baptist Convention,” at 
their late annual session at Middletown. It 
becomes us with deep humility to express our 
gratitude to the God of all grace and consola- 
tion, that the general aspect of the Church 
was probably never as encouraging as at the 
present time. 

God is evidently smiling on the united ex- 
ertions of the friends‘of Zion; and under his 
smiles they are encouraged to make still great- 
er efforts, and submit to still greater sacrifi- 
ces for the salvation of sinners, and the con- 
firmation of the feeble churches. But in a 
work so arduous, and so important, directed 
as it is, manifestly against darkness and sin, 
opposition should be expected. The princi 
ples of God’s moral government have been 
the same in every age ; and His operations 
bave always found opponents. Asin the days 
of Nehemiah, there were not wanting those 
who would hinder the work of building the 
Temple and beautifying the city of God, even 
60 itis now. But we rejoice to see the com- 
pany so great, who possess the spirit of wis- 
dom to discern the devices of the enemy, 
whilst he would have them leave the work 
and godown “ to the plain of Ono.”’ 

The workmen employed by the Lord Jesus 
in building his spiritual temple, may well say 
to every open and covert foe, in the language 
of Nehemiah, “I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down.

It re- 
roaches ber with duplicity in sigaiwg the 
realty of Akerman, which she oever intend- 
ed to fulfil. It refers to ber intrigues with 
Persia-—charges Ler with violating her pledge 
to the Servians, and her guarantee to the 
Provinces of Moldayia aod Wallachia.

The circular, as a further proof of the real de-
